By the Associated Press, 
MADRID, Oct. 15.—The Spanisn 
Republic has begun the process of 
tionalizing the properties of the 
holic Church in Spain. The 
Government introduced the natioa- 
alization bill in the Assembly last 


night. It is considered certain to

a The bill requires the church to 
give up all its great cathedrals, its 
ancient churches, and its extensive 
lands, as wéll as all the jewels and 


objects of art in its “possession, 

among them some of the greatest 

treasures in the world. It makes it 
necessary, hereafter, for the church 
to pay for the maintenance of its 
aces of worship. 

The new law will permit the 
church to have no more property 
“absolutely necessary,.“ and 
that will be nationalized. It also 
requires all religious worship to be 
conducted within doors, unless a 
special permit to hold outdoor 
services is obtained. 

As long as members of church 
orders are Spaniards, it provides, 
they may be named freely by the 
church authorities, but the state 
would have the right to intervene 
against the teaching of doctrines

WOMAN CAPTIVE 
PUTS HOODOO ON 
CHINESE BANDITS 


Convinces Them That Her 
Spirit Will Haunt Them 
If They Kill Her. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


—Playing on Oriental superstitions, 
Mrs. Muriel Pawley, 18-year-old 
English woman held by Chinese 
bandits near here, today induced 
her captors to accept a reduced 
ransom for her release, according 
to word received here. 
Negotiations for release of Mrs. 
Pawley and Charles Corkran, an- 
other British subject held with her, 
took a new and hopeful turn when 
Pei Pa-tien, leader of the kidnap- 
ing band, backed down on his orig- 
inal demands when Mrs. Pawley 
warned him her spirit would return 
and haunt him if he put her to 
death. 
With a fluent command of the 
Chinese language, Mrs. Pawley en- 
visaged the horrors that would be 
visited on Pei Pa-tien if he killed 
her. Among other things, she told 
him, she would transform his fore- 
fathers into turtles. For a China- 
man, no punishment could be 


greater. 


Mrs. Pawley finally convinced 
the bandit leader, who is known 
among his followers as “the incar- 
nation of evil.“ that neither she nor 


Corkran is rich or important. 


“Our lives are worthless,” she 
told him, “but our spirits would be 
powerful. If you kill us, they will 
haunt you to the end of your days.“ 
Lieut. Vaness of the British dip- 
lomatic service, who is taking 
charge of the negotiations, ex- 
pressed confidence that the pair 
would be released unharmed.

NAIROBI, Kenya, Africa, Oct. 
15.—On the slopes, of “extinct Me- 
nangail volcano searchers, guided 
by the advice of a native witch 
doctor, today found the body of 
Miss Winifred Stevenson, a 20-year- 
old@Glasgow girl, for whom they 
had been hunting for a week. 
She had been missing since she 
went for an automobile ride with 
her fiance and a young woman 
friend. This friend, — Margaret 
Keppie, of Leeds, England, a chem- 
ist, was found shot dead, and Miss 
Stevenson's fiance, W. R. Ross, 20- 
year-old son of Maj. Ross, big game 
hunter, was charged with her mur- 
der. 

Young Ross surrendered to the 


police when the body of Miss 
Keppie was found. He said he re- 
membered nothing after starting 
on the ride with the two girls, 
and he did not know where his fi- 
ancee was. 

Europeans organized an exten- 
sive hunt for Miss Stevenson. 
About 2000 persons participated in 
it, including every available white 
man and many natives. They were 
assisted by aviators.

More than 100 persons joined in 
the pursuit and witnessed the cap- 
ture. The wolverene, appeared bad- 
ly frightened by so much atten- 
tion, rendering the capture more 
difficult.

J. Skinner Jr., U. S. Commissioner, 
that in spite of his protests, Brown 
beat the patient, Charles Dickin- 
son of Somerville, Tenn., choked 
him with a towel and walked on 
him a short time before his death 
Saturday.

CROWDS OLD-TIME TARIFF 
SPEECH--CLEVELAND TONIGHT 


SAYS PROTECTION 


S NECESSARY FOR 
FEOF MDUSTRY 


Hoover, in Rear Platform 
Talk, Cites Rayon Mills at 
Cumberland, Md., as 
Reason for Continuance

ON PRESIDENT HOOVER'S 
TRAIN EN ROUTE TO CLEVE- 
LAND, O., Oct. 15.—Campaigning 
on the way to Cleveland, where 
tonight at 7:30 o’clock (St. Louis 
time) he is to make the second 
major speech in his drive for re- 
election, President Hoover this 
morning at Cumberland. Md., ap- 
pealed for votes on the ground 


that the Republican protective 
tariff was essential to tLe indus- 
trial and agricultural welfare of 
the State. 

The President read his old-fash- 
loned tariff speech from the rear 
platform of his train to a crowd 
of about 5000. 

“Even if no other reminder were 
needed,” he said, “the milis of 
Cumberland would recall the im- 
portance of the protective tariff. If 
it were not for that Republican 
policy, these celanese mills would 
be closed down this minute.” 

First Protective Tariff. 

The President recalled that the 
first petition filed in the first ses- 
sion of the first Congress, in 1789, 
was by a group of manufacturing 
workers and others of Baltimore 
who joined in asking for protec- 
tive duties against foreign prod- 
ucts. 

“President Washington respond- 
ed to that petition,” continued 
Mr. Hoover, “and the first piece 
of legislation passed by the Con- 
gress and signed by the President 
was a protective tariff.” 

He declared that not only the 
factory products of Maryland, but 
its dairy products, wheat, corn and 
livestock were dependent on the 
protective tariff. Practically every 
farm commodity produced in Mary- 
land, he said., could be imported 
for less than the present prices. 

Assails Democratic 

Assailing the Democratic plat- 
form proposal of a “competitive 
tariff for revenue,” the President 
continued: 

“Their candidates and support- 
ing orators demand reduction in 
the face of depreciating currencies 
in foreign countries during the last 
12 months which have resulted in 
still further reduction of their liv-

mont of Cape Girardeau, anti-Pen- 
dergast candidate for the nomina-

This course was decided upon 
last night at a conference of Dear- 
mont and a group of leaders in his 
primary organization. 

The announcement was made 
this morning by Ernest A. Green, 
chairman of the St. Louis and St. 
Louis County Dearmont commit- 
tees. 

“Regardless of the claims ema- 
nating from Kansas City that 
Judge Guy B. Park of Platte City, 
who for the moment in the prelimi- 
naries seems to be the Pendergast 
candidate, has 86 votes, or three 
more than the required number,” 
Green said, “Dearmont is going to 
make the fight. We are convinced 
from our canvass of the situation 
that neither Judge Park nor any 
other man has a majority of the 
committee at this time. 

“We believe that when the com- 
mittee meets and the members 
realize that the nomination of 
Dearmont would bring to the Dem- 
ocratic ticket from 60,000 to 75,- 
000 independent votes, they will 
not be forced to the nomination 
of a candidate who could not get 
those votes. 

“We have no second choice for 
the nomination. We will go all the 
way through, for Dearmont. We 
realize there is powerful opposition 
to him just as there was in the 
primary, but there will be no sur- 
render.” 

Wüson's Funeral. 

Virtually all the Democratic 
nominees on the State ticket and 
leading Démocrats from all over 
the State are in Platte City today 
to attend Mr. Wilson’s funeral, and 
for the day political conferences 


were ostensibly suspended. 


The Penderfast organization, at 
least on the surface, has thrown its 
full strength to Judge Park. Tle 
Kansas City Star, which is credited 
with enjoying Pendergast's confi- 
dence on local political matters, 
yesterday published almost without 
qualification the statement that 
Park would be nominated. Pender- 
gast, personally, has not publicly 
stated that Park was his choice. 

The Kansas City Journal-Post, 


which was supporting Wilson for 


election, editorially said yesterday 
that Park was unavailable as a 
candidate. It placed its opposition 
on the ground that as Circuit Judge 
he never had instructed a grand 
jury to investigate open gambling 
in a club in Platte County and at 
a horse race track, both of which

Though gll surface indications 
are that Pendergast has definitely 
decided to force through the nomi- 
nation of Park, political leaders 
not identified with his organization 
continue to express doubts that 
Park will prove to be the man 
Pendergast actually has in mind. 

It appears that Bennett C. Clark, 
nominee for United States Senator, 
United States Senator Hawes and 
all the candidates on the state 
ticket have agreed to accept Park 
as the nominee. It would seem 
that Pendergast would not go to 
the length of lining up all this sup- 
port for a candidate only to switch 
to another at the last minute. 

L. V. Stark’s Status. 

Nevertheless, the doubt exists 
and is the subject of nearly evory 
discussion of the governorship by 
politicians. At the time Lloyd V. 
Stark of Louisiana withdrew from 
the race for the nomination for 
Governor in the primary, it was 
general political gossip that in con- 
sideration of his withdrawal and 
his support of Wilson, he had 
some sort of commitment from 
Pendergast. It was the talk at the 
time that Pendergast had agreed 
to support Stark for the nomina- 
tion in 1936. 

The scheme attributed to Pen- 
dergast by many of the politicians 
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involves the building up of Park 
as the Pendergast candidate, léeav- 
ing Stark to build up his strength 
over the seeming opposition of the 
boss, and then at the last minute 
for Pendergast to “accept” Stark 
and give the appearance of not in- 
sisting on the nomination of his 
man. 

It is known that overtures have 
deen made to the Dearmont lead- 
ers in an effort to induce them to 
accept Stark as a second choice. 
It also is known that when James 
P. Aylward and James M. Pender- 
gast, scouts for the Kansas City 
boss, were in St. Louis Thursday, 
they said in all their conferences 
that Park, Stark or Judge Rag- 
lang of the Supreme Court would 
be satisfactory to the Kansas City 
organization. Aside from these two 
facts, and the supposed alliance 
between Pendergast and Stark sev- 
eral months ago, there probably is 
little on which to base the doubts 
which have arisen in the minds of 
the politicians, but these straws 
are enough for them. 

The candidates for the nomina- 
tion, the members of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee and politi- 
cians from all parts of the State 
will begin gathering in Jefferson 
City tonight. Park, Dearmont and 
Stark will have headquarters and 
possibly others who are hopeful 
that there will be a deadlock in the 
committee and that they will be 
available as compromise candidates. 

Ragland Apparently Out. 
Judge Ragland, who appeared 
Thursday to be a leading con- 
tender, seemed to be virtually out 
of the race today, and there were 
reports that he intended to with- 
draw his name from consideration. 
He said, however, that he had no 
statement to make. 

Former Circult Judge Daniel G. 
Taylor, who was under considera- 
tion in the early -conferences, also 
appeared to be out of the running, 
though there were some who held 
to the view that he would be ac- 
ceptable to Pendergast if it became 
necessary to compromise. Pender- 
gast accompanied Taylor in the lat- 
ter’s car today from Kansas City 
to Platte City to attend Wilson's 
funeral. 

The decision of Dearmont to go 
through with his fight, even though 
at present it seems hopeless, will 
make certain that the committee 
seBsion Monday will not be a com- 
plete surrender to Pendergast, even 
though all the State candidates 
have submitted to his will, and even 
though the indications are that the 
control of the boss will be sufficient 
to accomplish his will.

ally informed Leland Morris, 
United States Charge 4’Affaires, 
that the Government was unable 
to comply with a formal request 
received today for the provisional 
arrest of Samuel Insull and the 
seizure. of his passport. 

This formal notification was 
communicated to Morris verbally 
by a Foreign Office spokesman, 
who then said the notification had 
been made.

It was then disclosed the Gov- 
ernment considers Insull a free 
man as long as he remains in 
Greece, and will make no effort to 
deport him.

This development served to in- 
crease Insull’s confidence he had 
stopped for the time being all at- 
tempts of United States authorities 
to extradite him on charges of lar- 
ceny and embezzlement. 


Possibility of Return. 


From a reliable private source, 
it is learned the ex-millionaire ‘is 
considering the possibility of re- 
turning to Chicago to answer the 
indictments after the presidential 
and Cook County -elections. This 
decision, it is learned, has been 
promoted by Insull’s conviction that 
the pressure now being applied to 
have him extradited is chiefly po- 
litical. 

It is learned that Insull is con- 
vinced he would be able to vindi- 
cate himself in any court. Despite 
this conviction and the possibility 
he may return to the United States, 
a source closé to him declared it 
was possible he might renounce his 
United States citizenship, thus re- 
gaining his status as a British sub- 
ject. 

In any event, it appeared unlike- 
ly he would live permanently in the 
United States again, since aside 
from his determination to avoid 
confinement, his principal concérn 
is for the health of his wife. Mrs. 
Insull is in Paris with her son, 
Samuel Insull Jr. Her health is re- 
ported poor ,although she is not de- 
scribed as seriously ill. 


First Walk in Two Days. 


For the first time in two days, 
Insull went for a walk through the 
city this morning, followed by po- 
lice in an automobile. Insull took 
the walk after receiving a note 
from his police observers stating 
they were contrite because they 
were forced to keep him under sur- 
veillance, but suggesting he should 
walk for his health's sake. 

They added they also would find 
it beneficial if he would appear on 
the streets, because they found it 
tiresome, they said, tq stand about 
long hours on the sidewalks out- 
side his hotel. 

One ‘thing that is bothering In- 
sull is his lack of dinner clothes. 
Many prominent residents of 
Athens have invited him to their 
homes. On his hurried departure 
from Paris, Insull jammed into his 
suitcase the first dark suit he could 
lay his hands on, believing it was 
his Tuxedo. In daytime, Insull 
wears a two-piece white suit of 
cotton wool, which he bought here 
for $2.99. 

Insull said today he had lost 10 
pounds in the last few months. He 
is cheerful, however, is eating 
regularly and sleeps eight hours a 
night.

TULSA, Ok., ‘Oct. 15.—Crude oil 
today wag selling from 9 to 12 
cents more a barrel. The price ad- 
vance, effective at 7 a. m., placed 
oil as high as $1.12, the former top 
price was $1 a barrel. 

Two major companies have not 
increased prices—the Standard Oil 
Co, of Indiana and the Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey. The Stand- 
ard of Indiana in a statement yes- 
terday said it would refuse to meet 
the increase because “condi- 
tions do not warrant even the pres- 
ent prices and will not give neces- 
sary support to an inerease.“ 

Companies which have increased 
prices include the mass of large 
and small independents and some 
of the major purchasing concerns.

Collections are 
‘running about 45 per cent of esti- 
mates, The committee rejected the 
Treasury suggestion in favor of a 
more general manufacturers’ excise 
as the only way to balance the 
budget. The Treasury advised 
against that and stuck to its own 
plan but its attitude became whol- 
ly flaccid and neutral and so re- 
mained. The administration did not 
raise a finger to help in the ensu-

“I know these monumental fig- 
ures are tedious to listen to. They 
can be summed up, however, in 
terms more easily remembered.

“Now I submit that the record 
shows a Democratic Congress de- 
termined and willing to go the 
limit for a balanced budget. It 
shows that the purpose has been 
frustrated by the same methods 
this administration has practiced 
for three consecutive.years.

Throw Out Captain,“ He 
Says in Speech. 


Robert A. Taft, Cincinnati law- 
yer and son of the late former 
President Taft, speaking at a Re- 


night, said: 

“Now that the storm bas abated 
and the ship is coming into harbor, 
det us not throw out the captain 
and his gfficers who have steered 
us safely through the storm of dis- 
tréss, to secure the type of leader- 
ship offered by Gov. Roosevelt.” 

Taft's specch began with a re- 
view of administration measures 
during the depression, such as has 
appeared in recent speeches of 
President Hoover and Secretary 
Mills, 

“Opposed to the definite Repub- 
lican plan of stimulating industry 
on a sound financial basis, which 
alone can so restore buying power 
as to bring prosperity,” Taft said, 
“the Democrats have presented no 
program that will have any bene- 
ficial effect on unemployment.” On 
the contrary. he argued, Democrat- 
ic changes in the tariff would be 
likely to increase unemployment. 

“Appeal to Protest Vote.” 

“The Democrats,” he said. “are 
trying to appeal to the protest vote 
of those who are inclined to blame 
present ilis on the Hawley-Smoot 
bill of 1930. Now, in the first 
place, the depression started long 
before the passage of that bill. In 
the second place, the present tariff 
is not exceptionally high, lower 
than that under the McKinley lav. 
the Dingley law and the Payne- 
Aldrich law, in force successfully 
for 20 years before the war. The 
decrease in foreign trade during 
the last three years under that law 
has been less than the decrease in 
domestic trade, and the falling off 
in imports on the free list is just 
exactly as great as the falling off 
in imports subject to duty. Nor is 
the tariff as high, in most respects, 
as European tariffs, outside of En- 
gland. 

“Not only is the Roosevelt policy 
entirely lacking in any promise to 
relieve present conditions, but the 
general Democratic policies out- 
lined by the Democratic House of 
Representatives during the past 
winter would. if carried out, throw 
the country back into a condition 
of chaos and panic. ft is true 
that Gov. Roosevelt has not offi- 
cially adopted these policies, but on 
the other hand he has not in any 
way disowned them or criticised 
the action of the Democratic House 
of Representatives. He consented 
to the nomination of Mr. Garner. 
the Speaker of that House, who 
made its policies his own, as can- 
didate for Vice-President: in fact, 
he secured his own nomination 
through a deal with Mr. Garner. 
It is not impossible that Mr. Gar- 
ner may become President. 

Fearful of Roosevelt mi. 

“If Gov. Rooseveit is elect no 
one will know certainly what his 
policies will be. During the four 
months before he takes office, and 
during the eight months after he 
takes office, all progress will be ar- 
rested with the fear, only too well 
sounded, that a Democratic Con- 
gress, with Mr. Roosevelt's 


programs threatening its entire se 
curity. 

“I have heard people seriously 
say that they intend to vote for 
Roosevelt, because they do not 
think that he will carry out the 
reduction of the tariff which he 
promises, and do not think he will 
permit the radical measures of 
which Mr. Garner is definitely in 
favor. Certainly this is no com- 
pliment to Mr. Rooseveit, for the 
whole basis of the argument is 
that he does not mean what he 
says himself, and is deliberately 
suppressing his real views on many 
important subjects in order to re- 
tain the support of Hearst, Garner

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NE of the most popular pat- 
terns among modern quilters, 
the Aster or Friendship Ring 
is excellent to utilize pastel prints 
from the scrap bag. Many will be 
surprised to see the lovely soft ef- 
fects that can be obtained by using 
a big variety of materials. 
Twenty-four pastel colored prints 
are sewed together to form a ring 
which, in turn, is whipped in the 
center of a 19-inch square. Then 
a circle of plain material — any 
color you may choose—is placed in 
the center of the ring to cover the 
raw ends and whipped in place. 
Four blocks across and five 
down, with a petal border on all 
sides, make a quilt about 86 by 108 
inches in size—large enough to be 
used as a spread. Notice the at- 
tractive way the petals in groups 


of three and the inverted pie- | 


shaped pieces finish in to a border. 
The center petal, in the corner 
pieces, varies slightly from the 
other petals, but the exact finished 
size is given in the diagram. 

For the background you will 
need 7% yards of plain material, 
and for the ring you may use what- 
ever pieces you have on hand. By 
using a variety of blue prints for 
the ring and making the petals 
shorter so a larger ring is needed 
in the center, your quilt will be 
known as a Dresden plate. In that 
event you will need a total of three 
yards of different kinds of blue 
prints. 

Diagrams are given the correct 
finished size, so allow one-fourth 
inch on all sides when cutting your 
pieces. 

Finding a quilting pattern which 


around the rings and yet which 
harmonizes with the general design 
of the quilt sometimes is a difficult 
pupblem, so for 10 cents I will send 
you a quilting pattern especially 
designed for the Friendship Quilt.
